He was succeeded almost im­ 
mediately as monarch by his 
son, 
Prince Constantine, who 
had been acting regent. 


Constantine was sworn in as 
King by Archbishop Chryosto- 
mos of Athens at the royal 
palace. At 23, Constantine is 
the youngest royal ruler in Eu­ 
rope. 


Paul lost his struggle for life 
after an operation for a serious 
stomach ulcer Feb. 21.

Bucks County is throw­ 
ing away from $80,000 to 
$100,000 a year on prison 
costs alone because it can 
not cope with the problem 
of alcoholics. 


That was the consensus 
of opinion gathered at a 
sem inar on alcoholism yes­ 
terday in the Neshaminy 
Valley Youth Center, New­ 
town, held under the aus­ 
pices of the Bucks County 
United Services Federation 
and 
various 
state 
and 
county agencies. 


30 Attend 


Yesterday’s session, at­ 
tended by 30 persons, was 
the first of five to be held 
on successive weeks on the 
subject with psychiatrists, 
physicians, prison authori­ 
ties and representatives of 
the state and county health 
departments as lecturers. 


The $80,000 to $100,000 
figure was an estimate by 
two members of the staff 
of the Bucks County Pris­ 
on, Roy Beans, counsellor, 
and Robert McVan, clerk. 
That is what the county 
spends to care for persians

When an alcoholic is a r­

Kissen 
said, 
he 
is 
sent to a hospital; when he, 
is arrested in another com­ 
munity he is sent to jail. 


The two prison officials, 
in a discussion group fol­ 
lowing Dr K.issen’s talk, 
declared 
that 
in 
almost 
every case in Bucks Coun­ 
ty, the alcoholic goes to 
prison. 
There, 
unless he 
responds to the prison’s 
efforts to enlist him in Al­ 
coholics Anonymous, he is 
released with no successful 
rehabilitation. 


No Choice 


Police and justices of the 
peace have no choice but 
to send such a person to 
prison, they said. He can­ 
not be committed to a state 
hospital without action on 
a 
higher 
level, 
from 
a 
county court, and the state 
hospitals in the area will 
not 
accept 
him 
unless 
there is evidence of brain 
damage, which is almost a 
terminal result of alcoho­ 
lism.
